No System Urged 


No general retirement system siiould 
be inaugurated by the state at this time, 
said Mr. McConnell, for three reasons. 
First, there was insufficient information 
at hand; second, time should be given 
to collect some data, and third, time 
should then be allowed for drafting a 
carefully thought-out plan. 

At the hearing of the commission he 
said one man had urged such a compre- 
hensive measure but had been forced to 
admit that some 300,000 public employees 
in the state would have benefited by it 
and the annual cost would have been 
over $60,000,000, 

In investigating the present laws the 
commission had found that the pension 
laws in Massachusetts were in a state 
of chaos so it would be difficult for an 
able lawyer to determine the conditions 
attendant upon the granting of some of 
these pensions, 


Inequality Illustrated 

As an example of the inequality of 
the laws he instanced the Boston school 
teachers who receive both a city and a 
state pension and are required to pay 
annually $18 a year in contrast to the 
country teachers who will be required 
after this vear to pay between $30 and 
$100 a year and who will receive annual- 
ly a state pension. Likewise the police 
pensions varied greatly. the city police 
getting 8300 a vear, the state police, 
$4000 and the metropolitan police, S600, 

Mr. MeConnell gave some time 
analyzing the condition of the Boston 
school teachers fund and pointed out 
that teachers are compelled to pay $18 
a year and entertained the expectation 
of receiving a pension of S180 a vear 
as in the past. whereas they will prob- 
ably receive much less. 


Only Two Reasons 

“This is the crux of the pension svs- 
tem,” he said. “There can be only two 
reasons why public employees should 
receive pensions, first, because they: have 
some moral or equitable claim on the 
state and second because of some benefit 
to the state. In Massachusetts salaries, 
hours of labor and conditions surround- 
ing the work are as satisfactory as in 
private employment and employment. is 
even more permanent. Therefore the 
state does its full duty. 

“The only basia then is one of benefit 
to*the state and that consists solely of 
the retirement of the community em- 
ployees.” 

Mr. McConnell explained in detail the 
proposed act which will require public 
employees to contribute 5 per cent of 
their wages for 25 vears, at the end of 
which time the state will add to this a 
similar amount. The limit of the amount 
of any salary would be placed at $2000.

TERNAL TRADE 


RE SHOWS AN INCREASE 
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One of the most interesting features 
of the year’s trading Was the exporta- 
tion of coal, large quantitied being. sent 
to India, the Pacific coasts of the United 
States and Vancouver. Meanwhile the 
increase in local shipping and in Japan- 
ese industrial concerns caused consider- 
able growth in the demand for coal at 
home. Great efforts are being made to 
increase the coal supply, especially in 
Hokkaido. 

The British empire is still at the 
head of the list and accounts for about 
one third’of the total of the trade, while 
America comes second and China third. 
The position of the British empire is 
chiefly due to the Jarge amount of raw 
cotton sent to Japan, but as far as the 
United Kingdom is concerned Japan pur- 
chased more goods in 1913 than ever 
before. The United States have boyght 
more from Japan during the past year, 
but sold less to her.

IRISH CAPITAL 
TAKES STEP FOR 
NEW CONDITIONS 


Housing and Town Planning 
‘Association Is Formulating Pro- 
gram With the Aid of John 
Nolen of Cambridge, Mass. 


PROBLEMS ARE SHOWN 


(Special to the Monitor) 

DUBLIN, Ireland—For the first time 
in Ireland, or in the United Kingdom, a 
Civic exhibition has been planned for 
the summer mgnths. The public con- 
science has been stirred by the happen- 
ings of the last few months, when the 
industrial workers and employers entered 


upon a struggle, one of the effects of 
which‘ has been that the housing con- 
ditions under which the workers exist 
have been brought to light. 

The corporation of Dublin has made 
spasmodic efforts to ease those condi- 
tions, but many of the citizens have 
expressed their opinion that a thorough 
replanning and overhauling is necessary. 

The Housing and Town Planning 
Association, of which the Countess of 
Aberdeen is the chairman, has now been 
instrumental in bringing together a 
committee who have asked the help of 
John Nolen, of Cambridge, Mass., <in 
organizing an exhibition which would set 
before the public the problems which 
must be faced if the city is to be “what 
it should be, as beautiful as ifs sur- 
roundings.” 


Mr. Nolen’s Work Described 


Mr. Nolen has assisted in the recon- 
struction of at least 20 towns in his 
own country, with due regard to what 
he looks upon as necessities, open-air 
spaces, economical and convenient houses 
to suit large and small incomes, public 
buildings, playgrownds and ‘parks, and 
all the necessities of transportation, 
lighting, heating and sanitation, which 
must be maintained to make a city 
beautiful and comfortable. 

Speaking to a representative of The 
Christian Science Monitor, Mr, Nolen 
alluded to the meetings which have been 
held in Dublin, and tle opinions ex- 
pressed by some of its leading citizens, 
as being hopeful for the future. 

The proposed civic exhibition, he says, 
aims to educate, and to put before the 
public illustfations of what has been 
done in other places. As an instance, as 
to lighting, the first dip candle or oil 
lamp will be shown side by side with 
the latest developments of electric light, 
and so on in other departments of ne- 
cessities for homes and. cities. 

Mr. Nolen is a landscape architect, 
and was first ‘vice-president of the 
American Civic Association. He studies 
each city with an eye to its own special 
needs and conditions, and expects that 
an educative exhibition will be very use- 
ful, before any comprehensive plan is 
adopted. He expects that conferences 
between experts from other countries, 
will be held at the exhibition, and he 
approved of the utilization of the dis- 
use@ Linen hall barracks which have 
been secured by the committee. 


Needs of Workers Are Told 


Speaking at a meeting before the sta- 
tistical Society, Mr. Chart put the needs 
of the industrial workers, emphasizing 
their deplorable housing, but he said 
that with the rate of wages now in force 
in Dublin the unskilled laborer cannot 
afford to pay for better accommodation. 

He stated that 24,000 men, more: than

Aecording to 
the Hungarian authorities, however, the 
government at Budapest is only moved 
by desire to facilitate shipping by ob- 
taining possession of those points along 
the coast which afford the best open- 
ings for the development of trade.

- WASHINGTON—In-the House debate 
on. the legislative, execv:'tive and judicial 
appropriation bill, there has been a, good 
deal of talk cone-rning the method of 
making appointment to positions in the 
library of Congress. Under existing law 
the librarian <Jls al] vacancies in ac- 
cordance with what he corsiders 
best interests of the service. It is evi- 
dent that a good many miembers of the 
House would be glad if these library 
} csitions could be made a part of the 
rapidly diminishing spoils system of the 
government, although they do not say 
‘this for public reading. Uther House 
members think, in the interest of a more 
equitable distribution of these employees, 
that they ‘should be appointed by the 
civil service commission, . 

Only recently Representative H. Rob- 
ert Fowler of Ilijnois complained on the 
floor of the House because he had been 
unable t® induce Librarian Herbert 
Putnam to pive a library -positon - to 
one of his constituents. That eomplaint 
voiced, quite a widespread feeling among | 
members. ‘Representative Thomas C. | 
Thacher of Massachusetts has replied to) 
Representative Fowler by saying that | 
the librarian tries so far as possible 
to make his appointments so that all 
parts of the country will be repre- 
sented. 

There is an oversupply from the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, Maryland and Vir- 
g-nia, just as there is under the civil 
service for the “same cause: Many of 
the positions command small pay—$30 
a month, for instance—and it would 
obviously be out of the question for 
young men or young women to come 
here from distant states and subsist on 
such pay. The result is that these minor 
positions are necessarily given: out to 
people whose homes are in Washington. 
But so far as the more \important posi- 
tions are concerned, there has. been an 
requitable distribution mong the states. 


‘Librarian Has Supporters 
Representatives Joseph T. Johnson of 
South Carolina and Joseph W. Byrns of 
Tennessee indorse what Represéntative 
Thacher says; They agree that Mr. Put- 
nam should be permitted, as at present 
under the law, to appoint his library as- 
sistants. He is held responsible directly 
for the conduct of the library, and any | 
interference with appointments by Con- 
gress would lessen that responsibility. 
Indeed, not quoting the congressmen 
just named, it is yery generally, believed 
here that no librarian of fine ability 
could be found to take over the import- 
ant work of running the library of Con-

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‘herd, selected him. Shortly after his ar-

State Wide Referendum and 
Right to Provide Baseball 


Grounds for Games on First 


Day of Week Voted Down 


DEBATE IS POSTPONED 


After a long debate on a bill legalizing 
the playing of baseball Sundays and the 
further 
discussion on the question was postponed 
when the House took a recess shortly 
after 1 p. m. today. Debate will be re- 
sumed later in the afternoon. 

The amendment providing for a state- 
wide referendum on the bill was defeated 
on a voice vote. Another amendment pro- 
viding that individual cities and towns 
may provide a suitable playground for 
playing baseball Sundays was defeated 
on a roll call vote, 84 to 128. 

Of the 15 men on the committee on 
legal affairs who considered these bills, 
only two are recorded as favorable to 
their passage. They are Representatives 
McManus of Boston and Conroy of Cam- 
bridge. Representative Haines of Med- 
ford will probably defend the adverse 
reports on behalf of the committee. 


Bills Are Opposed 


Much opposition to legalizing baseball 
has been presented .to the legislators 
both orally while the bills were in com- 
mittee and through the mails since the 
measures have been adversely reported. 

By vote of the House debate on the bill 
to repeal the bar and bottle act has been 
set for Tuesday, April 14. 

After considérable debate the House 
late yesterday rejected by a vote of 112 
to 104 the Elwell insurance bill, requir- 
ing life insurance companies to separate 
investment and life insurance. 

Representative Cummings of Boston 
led the supporters of the measure and 
Representative Davis of Boston, the 
opponents, 

By a vote of 104 to 95, the House re- 
jected the bill authorizing the city of 
Boston to pay the Atlas Construction 
Company for work done on a sea wall 
at Deer island.

‘do much to develop closer relations be- 
tween the cities and the trained intelli- 
gence represented by the colleges, 

The appeal to private colleges is made 
on the ground that they owe actual duty 
to the city for the remission of the 
taxes on college property. The confer- 
‘ence will discuss how the colleges’ may, 
through facuity and students, advance 
ithe interests of the city and their own 
growth as well. In large cities, of 
course, the name of the college settle- 
ments already tell of work forwarded by 
students’ cooperation. But getting into 
touch with the actual municipal govern- 
ment of a city should broaden both the 
influence and inside work of any college, 
to the benefit of all concerned.

“Never has there been so general and 
widespread interest in library affairs 
among the people as seems’ to prevail 
throughout the state at the present 
time,” says the annual report of the 
New Jersey public library commission.

The meet- 
ings of the New Jersey Library Associa- 
tion have been better attended in the 
past few years than ever before. Libra- 
rians in different parts of the state are 
joining hands to help each other, and so 
library interests of New Jersey are be- 
coming a welded whole. Great aid has 
been rendered to the commission by indi- 
vidual libraries. 

“The commission has cooperated with

One of the newest public libraries ex- 
tant is that of Rochester, N. Y. In fact 
it is the youngest in the family, con- 
sidering the 25 largest cities of the 
United States. Its second annual re- 
port, just issued, tells not only of its 
size (38,32) volumes) and its use (274,- 
372 volumes drawn for home use), but 
also of several rather unusual features. 

Most cities, for example, began with 
a central library, which expanded with 
the growth of the city. By and by as 
the city became too large for one li- 
brary, branch libraries were established 
to serve the outlying sections. Roches- 
ter is reversing this process and begin- 
ning with a system of branch libraries 
and numerous small distributing centers. 
of which it has 448. The central library 
is to be the capstone of the structure 
rather than its foundation. Incidentally 
the trustees are.waiting for a $1,000,000 
building fund for branches and for the 
central library. 

The library took a prominent part in 
the child welfare exhibit. Two charts 
exhibited there sare reproduced in the 
report. Whey deal with the hobbies of 
933 boys and what 1500 school children 
did between a certain Friday and the 
following Monday. In both cases “read- 
ing” claims the largest percentage of 
time. We are accustomed to hear this 
subject strongly emphasized, but it is 
seldom illustrated so graphically.

as quickly as it came. To the Chris- 
tian Scientist it never had any terrors, 
for he knows that “mortal mind cannot 
legislate the times, periods, and types of 
disease, with which mortals die. God is 
the lawmaker, but He is not the author 
of barbarous codes” (Science and Health 
with Key to the Scriptures, by Mary 
Baker Eddy, p. 381). In times when the 
columns of the daily newspapers, and the 
conversation of the public would seem 
to fill the very air with beliefs of disease, 
the Christian Scientist is calm and confi- 
dent. For he knows that his true protec: 
tion’ is in right thinking rather than in 
any precautionary material measures. He 
knows that he can ward off disease as 
positively as he can protect himself fram 


‘temptation to sin, by realizing its utter 


powerlessness over the real man—the 
only man whom Christian Science recog- 
nizes as God-made.

A man works a rope connected 
with the valve so that every shake opens 
it and the water rises in the tube, which 
is then drawn to the surface by a rope 
wound on a large eylinder and turned 
by a couple of buffaloes.

Old Crinan ‘(pronounced Creenan), or 
Crinan harbor, faces due west. It is 
a quaint little bay, having a few fish- 
ermen’s cottages and some deserted 
chemical works belonging to a bygone 
day when it was profitable to extract 
acetic acid from wood. The shore is 
shingly, with much golden-brown sea- 
weed. On Crinan moss, tide swept and 
desolate, the tall heron may be seen, 
and the unceasing chatter of seagulls is 
heard.

— be no falling off in work for the courts. This for two reasons 
—first,-the multiplication of population; and second, the increasing 
number of acts that are now deemed criminal and for which courts 
must exist to pass yudgment on alleged offenders. There may be 
absolute increase in the number of litigants and in the number of 
arrests, with.a relative decline in lawlessness. If this is so, it is 
the more necessary to facilitate in every way prompt action by courts 
in dealing with alleged offenders, whether in criminal or civil suits. 
It is a process to be furthered most, in the opinion of careful stu- 
dents of comparative administration of law, by restoration, in the 
United States at least, of domination of the court by the judge. 
Steadily but surely legislators in most of the states of the Union 
have stripped the court itself of power and have strengthened advo- 
cates’ rights when appearing in behalf of clients. Yet where the 
judge still is master of his court, litigation moves at a much faster 
pace, and the state and its individual citizens seem to profit by the 
process.

THE Legislature -of Wisconsin having 
ordered and financed a “survey’’ of the state 
university at Madison, Governor McGovern 
has named the men who are to conduct the 
scrutiny of the university and of the state 
departments with which it is closely related 
in administrative ways. One of the men 
selected, it should be noted, ts the director of 
the bureau of municipal research and train= 
ing school cf New York city, a pioneer in 
this sort of investigation and now busy in assigning its pupils ta 
all sorts of important civic posts. Criticistn of Wisconsin University 
as an over tasked and over organized agent of the state having 
arisen, it seems not at all surprising that its officers and sttdents 
should have insisted on substantiation of these charges or their with- 
drawal. Therefore there was nothing hostile or inimical in the 
Legislature's order for the investigation. Being used to other forms 
of cooperative or competitive action and knowing the benefits that 
follow honest study of the condition of any form of institution, the 
university could hardly resist the demand that it be studied objec- 
tively by unprejudiced observers. 

We note some of the trails that these detectives may follow 
up. What are the standards of. living among professors and stu- 
dents as related to their incomes and their legitimate desires’ as 
educated persons? Is the planning, purchasing, supervising, check- 
ing and reporting staff of the business administration adequate and 
efficient? What, if anything, 1s the university failing to undertake 
which the state wishes it to do? Is the universitv doing well enough 
what it undertakes? Is it doing it economically? Is the state's 
support of the university proportionate or disproportionate to the 
state's support of other public educational agencies? Other inquiries 
of like tenor and timeliness might be cited. The point to be empha- 
sized now is that the university welcomes the objective study of 
itself by experts from without. It cares for its own serviceability 
to the state more than it does for its pride as an institution. 

Privately endowed universities and colleges must walk in the 
saine way sooner or later. Oberlin College several years ago mitiated 
a searching study of its own contemporary life, and from the 
investigation has profited much. Such profit seems an inevitable 
result, whether the process be. voluntary or forced. 
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SPEAKING of standing army statistics, it is rather pleasing to 
be told that there are 6,000,000 factory employees and 600,000 rail- 
way employees in the United States, and that these constitute only 
& part of the industrial legion.

within the reach of all. The new opera house, it is recommended, 

should be essentially an institution of service to the people—a home 

of operatic, symphonic and dramatic art—and that it should also, 
upon occasion, be available to other educational entertainments. 

To meet the necessities ofthe music-loving popultion of St. 
Louis and vicinity, it is held that the opera house should contain 
approximately 3350 seats, and the manner in which it is advised to 
have these distributed indicates that the committee has given careful 
thought to the economic problem involved in, the attempt to reach 
all classes. It is recommended that the best features of the goy- 
ernment-owned opera houses of Europe and of the great privately- 
owned opera houses of the United States be incorporated in the St. 
Louis structure. According to tentative plans, the opera house 
proper is to be placed within another building so that it shall be 
practically impervious to noises on the outside. 

- Somewhat of a departure from the conventional is to be found 
in the recommendation that the structure as a whole shall be a com- 
bination opera house and hotel apartment building. The need in 
St. Louis of each is pronounced by Mr. Golterman a public neces- 
sity. He proposes that space in the building be provided for con- 
servatories of music, art studios and other arts and industries. The 
choice of location is the beautiful West End, and the site, it is pro- 
posed, ‘shall be ample enough to allow for an open court as an 
approach to the main entrances. ) | :

of summer of the greatest importance to a 
large percentage of the population. Like the 
commodities that make for heating in the 
winter, however, they are almost wholly in 
private hands. Latterly, in many parts of - 
the United States, there has arisen a demand for public control 
of fuel; latterly, also, there has arisen in several of the cities a 
demand for public control of refrigeration in all of its forms and 
departments. Some of the smaller cities of the country have already 
installed municipal refrigeration plants. It is proposed that the 
chief city of the United Statés, or at least the most populous of its 
boroughs, shall provide its people with cooling and refrigerating 
facilities. 3 

Jeanie Wells Wentworth, who has been engaged on an inquiry 
into the matter, reports the entire feasibility of the municipal refrig- 
eration idea. Figures are given showing substantial economies ‘and 
savings in public as compared with private plants and service. It 
is pointed out that municipal enterprises of this character have been 
undertaken successfully abroad. : 

This matter, like many others of similar character, resolves 
itself into a question of public expediency. It may be said in gen- 
eral terms that the public of the United States does not favor public 
ownership, would much prefer to avoid it. The recent taking over 
of the parcel-carrying business by the postoffice department was 
forced rather than voluntary. The express companies had been 
warned time and again against the continuance of a policy that was 
leading directly to this end, but lacking faith in the disposition and 
ability of the public to act for itself, they proceeded along their 
course until their golden opportunity had passed.~- The public will 
hardly insist upon government ownership and operation of the coal 
mines save as a last resort, but it can be driven to this point: So 
likewise, it can be driven to the establishment,of municipal refrig- 
eration plants and to the municipal monopolization of cold storage. 
If these things come, however, we think it will be not so much 
because there exists in the United. States a desire to unnecessarily 
restrain private enterprise, or because there is a desire to experiment 
with socialistic remedies, as because private interests cannot be made 
to see and understand what public welfare demands. In short, the 
whole question rests largely with those capitalists who are now in 
control. It is with them to decide whether they shall continue to 
dominate the economic situatign or whether the public shall relieve 


them of the responsibility.
